The 1st August 1876.—The following Rules are published for general information :— 


Duties and responsibitities of District and Treasury Officers in respect of public money kept 
F in Treasuries of which they are in charge. 

The Collector or Deputy Commissioner.—A district officer is personally responsible to 
Government for the due accounting for all moneys received and disbursed; for the agreement 
between the departmental returns and the cash accounts (both of which go out under his 
signature), and the registers kept in the treasury; and for the safe custody of cash, notes, 
stamps, opium, securities, and other Government property. 

N.B.—Although the Collector may manage his treasury by a Deputy, he must no t 
his treasury as a separate and independent office. Letters addressed to the treasury officer 
must be regarded as addressed to himself. He should not address his treasury officer by 
separate letter, as if he were an independent officer, and then forward the treasury officer's 
explanation, instead of hisown, in reply to questions or enquiries touching his treasury 
business,* When any irregularity is brought to his notice, 
nothing but a report on his own knowledge, after personal 
investigation, can be considered satisfactory. 

2. The district officer is bound to satisfy himself by periodical examination (at least” 
once in every two months for cash, once in every quarter for deposits, and once in each half. 
year for stamps, opium, securities, bill and money-order forms) (Ist) that the actual stock of 
cash, stamps, opium, and securities is kept under joint lock and key, and corresponds with the 
book balances, and that the treasurer does not hold a sum larger than is necessary for the 
convenient transaction of the Government business, or larger than the security given. by 

him; (2nd) that the deposit registers are kept up acoording 
to the rales prescribed in Acestistant-Conssa\‘e cirenlar 
No, 828; (8rd) that the stock of bill, money-order, and similar forms which are intended 
for use in money transactions is carefully kept under lock and key, and periodically tallied with 
the nominal balance of such forms on the stock books; and (4th) that the tehseel balances 
are verified once a year by a gazetted officer, if possible by a covenanted officer, Where 
sub-divisional treasuries are in charge of gazetted officers, the Collector should verify the 
balances during his cold-weather tour. , 

N.B.—The examination of the depos't registers is not intended to be mechanical, and to 
secure only that all necessary entries are made and initialed 
without fail at the time of transaction; but also that no 
moneys are unnecessarily placed in deposit, or allowed to remain there without good cause. 

3, The district officer, unless unable to perform the duty from physical inability, or from 
absence on tour, is required to sign the periodical accounts.” 
He is also required to see that implicit obedience is given to 
the instructions issued from the account office, and to send 
immediate aotice to the Accountant-General of any embezzlement in an office or treasury. 
This notice must be supplemented, as soon as possible afterwards, by a detailed report after 
personal enquiry into the case. 

4. The district officer should be especially careful, when assuming or making over ¢ 
of a district, to see that the stock is thoroughly verified, and 
the certificate which is required from the transferor and 
transferee, shewing the state of the cash, stamps, and opium balances, should be invariably 
despatched to the Accountant-General on the same day that charge is transferred. A copy of 
this certificate is appended. 

N.B.—It is not sufficient only to count bags of treasure; the contents of all the 
must be turned out and passed through the scales, unless the bags are net, when the co 
of all are visible. 

Treasury Officer.—As the Oollector’s delegate and representative, he is responsib! 
Collector primarily for the right discharge of his duty. Just as Government hold the’ 
responsible in the first instance, and expect from him such a general supervision as is incu 
upon an officer entrusted with the collection of the revenne and the payment of Gover 
dues, so will the Oollector look to the treasury officer for a thorough observance of all p 
scribed treasury rules, and strict attention to all the details of the daily routine of 
work. Tue treasury officer is responsible to the Collector for the working of the treasu 
for the conduct of the subordinate ee and has carefully prepared rules 
guidance in every branch of his duties, above remarks apply to the officer in ch 
sub-divisional treasury. :

in the packing accounts and other shipping documents forwarded to India.

© The-1st August 1876.—The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal hereby notifies that the 
ungranted waste lands situated in the Sunderbuns south of the district of the 24-Vergunnahs, 
estimated to consist of about 244,761 acres, and within the several boundaries described 
hereafter, have been set aside by order of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal as a reserved 
forest tract under the provisions of Act VII] of 1865, and the Bengal Forest Rules of 1871, 
and subject to the conditions of Section 2 of that Act, reserving intact the rights of any 
individual or community, if such should be found to exist. The said lands have been removed 
* from the jurisdiction of the Commissioner of the Sunderbuns, and are placed in charge of 
the Conservator of Forests, Bengal. 

Under Section 4 of the said Act, the cutting of timber or collecting any forest produce, 
or interfering in any other way with the management of the reserve from this date within 
the boundaries hereinafter described, is prohibited, and any infringment of this prohibition 
will be dealt with according to Sections 5 to 15 of the Act and the rules passed in conformity 

exewith for the Government forests within the Lieutenant-Governorship of Bengal.

RULES PASSED UNDER ACT III (B.C.) OF 1876. 





. Dated 1st August 1876. 
No. 259.— Notification. —In exercise of the powers conferred on him by Section 99 of 
14th, Qe, and 28th June, and sth and ith Act IIL (B.C.) of 1876, the Hon’ble the Lieutenant- 
July 1876. Governor is pleased to pass the following rules for 
the Sone Canals, a draft of which was published in the Calcutta Gazette of the dates 


marginally noted. 


Rules under Act II (B.C.) of 1876. 5 

1. The Collector, before awarding compensation under sections 16 and 17 of thé Act, 
shall obtain the written opinion of the Superintending Canal Officer, which shall form part 
of the record of the proceedings. 

2. Water shall not be granted where, in the opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer, 
loss from wastage is likely to occur. From the decision of the Divisional Canal Officer an 
appeal shall lie to the Superintending Canal Officer, whose order shall be final. 

8. Water shall not ordinarily be granted where the length of the water-course, from its 
head to its point of contact with the village boundary, would exceed two (2) miles. 

4. Water for irrigation shall not be supplied, except through a water-course so 
constructed and maintained that, in the opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer— 

(a) the water will pass without wastage ; 
(J) the existing necessary lines of communication, the flow of drainage water, and 
the passage of water for irrigation, will not be.obstructed. 

5. The Divisional Canal Officer may withhold or postpone the grant of water for a 
crop to aly cultivator whose fields he may have ascertained by personal inspection (by 
himself or one of hie assistants) to be unprepared for irrigation by division into compart- 
ments not greater in area than | cottah or 136125 superficial feet, and by the addition of 
small water channels, as is customary in irrigation from wells. ae

(A.)—That all alterations in the number of shareholders, distribution of shares, or 
nomination of headman, shall be reported through the Sub-Divisional Cana! 
Officer for the sanction of the Divisional Canal Officer. 


8. The Divisional Canal Officer may accept the nominee of thesharcholders in a 
water-course as “headman” of such water-course, and is empowered to pay him the fees 
as hereinbelow detailed, subject to the condition of satisfactory performance of duty. 


9. The allowance to the headman of a water-course for duties connected with that 
water-course, such as arranging that it shall be kept in proper repair, seeing that no lands 
obtain water without a regular “ permit,” distributing the water to the shareholdors, seeing 
t6 the outlet being closed according to the orders of the Divisional Canal Officer, and 
generally assisting the officers of the Irrigation Department, shall be 5 per cent. on the 
assessments of canal water-rates derived from the water-courses in his charge. The 
Divisional Canal Officer may retrench the whole or any part of the fees under this rule in 
the event of the conditions not being complied with. 

10. The allowance to the headman of a water-course for collecting the water-rates 
shall be 5 per cent. on the assessments, aad shall be paid by the Collector on receipt of the 
full payment of demand for that crop and not otherwise, unless he can satisfy the Collector 
that the balance in arrear is so through no negligence of his, The payment to be made within 
two months of the dates named in the permit. 

11. An appeal against retrenchments under Rules 9 and 10 shall lie to the Superin- 
tending Canal Officer and Commissioner respectively, if preferred within thirty days of such 
retrenchment, and the Superintending Canal Officer or Commissioner’s decision shali 
be final. 

12. Contracts between the Divisional Canal Officer on the part of Government and 
private individuals for the use of water as a motive power, or for any other purpose whatso- 
ever not included in the published schedule of rates, shall, if for any period not exceeding

14. The Divisional Canal Officer may, by written order under section 76 (a) (ii), stop 
the supply to any water-course when he has satisfied himself by personal inspection (by 
himself or one of his assistants) that the water-course is not maintained in proper repair, 
Immediate report of any such closure shall be made to the Superintending Canal Officer, 
and the special ground for stoppage explained. 

15. The Divisional Canal Officer may, under section 76 (a) (iii), regulate the distribu- 
tion of the available water in proportion to the average area irrigated from the several 
outlets, or in proportion to the quantities of water contracted for, and may close the outlets 
in rotation as shall be necessary. 

Such periodical closures shall not extend beyond ten consecutive days, and shall be 
notified to the headmen of water-courses. For longer closures the authority of the Super- 
intending Canal Officer is required. 

Nothing in the above rules shall be taken to affect the power of the Superintending or 
any Divisional Officer to stop any supply of water in case of pressing emergency. 

16, The water-ganges on distributaries or other channels shall be held to give authori- 
tative data for all calculations of discharge required to verify claims for remission of water- 

erate on account of loss of water. 

17. Claims to remission, under section 76 (l), of ordinary charges payable for use 
of canal water shall only be admitted on proof of actual loss caused by the stoppage of supply. 
On proof of such loss the Divisional Canal Officer may remit the whole or any portion of the 
charges. All applications for remission of water-rates shall be made by the parties concerned

Duties and responsibilities of District and Treasury Officers in respect of public money kept 
in Treasuries of which they are in charge. , 


’ The Collector or Deputy Commissioner.—A district officer is personally responsible to 
Government for the due accounting for all moneys received and disbursed; for the agreement 
between the departmental returns and the cash accounts (both of which go out under his 
signature), and the registers kept in the treasury; and for the safe custody of cash, notes, 
stamps, opium, securities, and other Government property. 


N.B.—Although the Collector may manage his treasury by a Deputy, he must not treat 
his treasury as a separate and independent office. Tetters addressed to the treasury officer 
must be regarded as addressed to himself. He should uot address his treasury officer by 
separate letter, as if he were an independent officer, and then forward the treasury officer's 
explanation, instead of hisown, in reply to questions or enquiries touching bis treasury 
business.* When any irregularity is brought to his notice, 
nothing but a report on his own knowledge, after personal 
investigation, can be considered satisfactory. 


2. The district officer is bound to satisfy himself by periodical examination (at least 
once in every two months for cash, once in every quarter for deposits, and once in each half.

England wear down the roads in carriages or carts—the clergyman, the doctor, or the baker— ~~ 
invariably travel, or convey their wares, on foot throughout the villages in this district. A, 
little money therefore goes a long way in repairing village roads, but what money is required» 
has been forthcoming. oe 

I shall commence my review of work done by commencing with those roads north, 6f » 
the Ganges, and here, in consequence of the almost irresistible inundations to which Ed 
country is subjected, we have only two roads in hand. The first is the Tirhoot road,or which » 
runs for 45 miles through the district, and which, subject as it is to the spill of the Ganges, a 
has hitherto been a constant source of anxiety and expenditure. My special attention has 
been directed to this road. I have lost no opportunity for gathering facts regarding it, 
which will result, I hope, in our having a good road there eventually. te 

The chief difficulty we have had to contend with is want of money. Had we the neces- 
sary lakhs at our command to make a bridged road like the Rast Indian Railway, with miles of 5 
waterway to allow the flow and ebb of the flood, the matter might be settled in a day. “As it 
is, of the three courses open to us, a flush road is impassable during the entire rains and, in” 
the cold season, an embanked road without waterway is objected to by many zemindars whosé_. 
estates are fertilized with the rich deposit which the flood brings with it, and an unbridg 
embankment with a gap every half mile is almost as useless as no road at all,. With these 
facts in view, we have hitherto abstained from spending much money on this road, gur object # 
being merely to make the road as passable as possible. With the funds at our disposal, ” 
consequently Rs. 2,671-9 only has been expended on this road during the year, of which 
Rs. 2,125-6-10 was for original works and Rs. 546-2-2 for repairs. ;

ensuing year. 

South of the Ganges we have the Bhagulpore road. When I came into the district this 
road was considered hopeless, but the first time I went over it, I saw that the traffic on it, bad 
as it was, was immense. I also saw that the quartzete rocks which skirted it afforded unusual * 
facilities for metalling it. It is now a first class metalled road. The last bridge was opened> ~ 
by me when I drove over it in September last. 

The Burriarpore to Ghoreghat road has cost us Rs. 4,352-4-1 during the year. Last year 
an extraordinary flood topped the bank and washed a good deal of it away. I was compelled 
to alight from my cart—a very unusual occurrence by the way in this district—in drivi 
over this road, but I have had it now put into fair order, and it taps the rich alluvial lands 
which lie on either side of it. 

The Sultangunge and Arzisgunge road is an important road, seeing that it taps the 
fertile rice tract which lies south of the Sultangunge railway station. This road has had 
Rs, 3,449-14-10 expended on it during the year, and is in fair order, ¥ 

I have driven over the Burriarpore and Khurruckpore road at all seasons of the year, — 
and have invariably found it in good order, It is pucca throughout, the metal being chiefly / 
composed of the iron slag found alongside of it. There is, however, room for-improvement, / | 
aud Mr. Roberts will give his best attention to this road during the ensning year. The main’ 
secret in making a road with iron slag is to have the metal broken small, otherwise s 
points are apt to crop up and injure the feet of men and animals passiug over it.

I nave the honor to forward the following report of the operations of the Road Cess 
Committee for the cess ycar 1874-75. This report has been much delayed on account of no 
definite reply being received to the question of the adjustment of relief accounts mooted 
by the Committee, and it is only quite recently that I have heard from you and the Controller 
that the annual account must be submitted in the state in which it is subject to the future 
adjustment of the relief account. On receiving this instruction T caused the annual account 
to be prepared and placed before the Committee, and I now submit the same to you with 
this report, together with statements marked A and B, showing the progress of works: The 
delay is not therefore attributable to this office. 


2. The Committee-—With the beginning of the year under review a better state of 
things, as compared with the year 1873-74, returned. The ensuing rice harvest was expected 
to be full, aud this anticipation told upon the market; so that before the year began, prices 
were perceptibly falling. With the revival of a better prospect regarding the condition of 
crops, the Committee was also allowed to pursue its legitimate functions under the Act in 
respect of district works. The relief roads were placed under a special department, with a 
superintending engineer over it, and the expenditure incurred for them was met by Govern- 
ment. In the middle of the year, however, these roads were again made over to the 
Committee, and some urgent works which, left undone by the special department, had to be 
taken in hand. The operations of the Committee therefore extended not only over works 
included in the budget of the year, but also over relief roads for which no estimate had been 
prepared. . ‘ 

The period of two years from the original appointment of the Committee having expired, 
there was a reappointment of members under the provisions of section 49 of the Act. The 
tollowing persons were appointed on 2lst September 1874 to form the Committee, and they 
continued members at the end of the year :—

It would appear that the period of two years + ie whith the appointment lasted has 
expired, and vo reappointment has yet been made ; revised lists for reappointment of members 
were called for by me, and have been submitted by the Banka and Muddehpoora Chairmen, 
but the Soopool Chairman has not yet forwarded the list. As soon as this list is received, 
the Collector will be moved to take necessary steps towards the reappointment of members 
for the Branch Committees. 

7. The District Committee laid down detailed instructions for the guidance of the 
Branch Committees and offered Rs 3,000 to each of them for expenditure on village roads. 
In accordance with those instructions the Chairmen of the Bauka and Muddehpoora Com- 
mittees actually engaged themselves in carrying out the wishes of the Committee. Mon 
was supplied to them, and has been expended on village roads approved of by the Committee. 
As the accounts have not been closed, the names of these roads do not appear in the progress 
statement appended to this report. It is to be regretted, however, that the Branch Committee 
at Soopool never applied for any money, and it would appear that no meetings were called 
or held till a short time before the close of the year. 

8. Statement of Roads.— Under section 66 of the Act, a general statement of the roads, 
&c., to be brought under the operation of the Act within the three years next ensuing was 
prepared i in July 1875, and forwarded to you in due course. ‘This statement is after the 
classification ordered by Government. The net result of this statement is given below :—

1874, the rate for the year, é.¢., 1875-76, was fixed at three-fourths of the maxi- 
mum rates at a meeting held on the 20th August 1875. 
1]. Review of the heads of income-—According to the books of the Committee, the 
ear under report opened with a balance of Rs. 24,144-9, inclusive of outstanding advances 
in the hands of the officers of th» Public Works Department, This balance would have been 
more if the Committee had obtained a refund of the money expended on relief roads, not 
included in the estimate for the year. This large balance is however, illusory, as the Controller 
directed the receipts on account of sale of grain and agrant of Rs. 20,000 to be debited against 
the district road fund. The result was that, instead of a balance, a deficit of Rs, 69,079-7-6 
was shown, and the account of the ycar under report has been prepared on the footing 
. of there having been deficit, There was no Government grant for the year. Road cess 
collections under the Act gave a revenue of Rs. 58,309-7. The collections on account of cesson 
houses are small. ‘The one per cent. road fund was also collected this year, though the amount 
is only somewhat more than half of the estimated , receipt. Nothing has been paid to the 
credit of the district road fund for rent of Babhungaon bazar. The Committee recovered 
from the Chairman of the Monghyr (ommittee Rs. 498-7-6 on account of the toll bar at 
Ghoreghat, the management of which is in his hands, and Rs, 382 on account of contribution 
to the Road Cess Deputy Collector’s establishment, &c., for the year 1873-74. 

12. With a view to the recoupment of the large sum which the Committee deems 
itself entitled toon account of relief expenditure, it made several representations to Govern- 
ment through you, but the decision of Government has not yet been conveyed. 

13. Review of the heads of expenditure —The expenditure on account of establishment 
on collection of revenue and Committee’s control, together with contingent charges, is within 
the estimate. The expenditure on account of district works ismuch below the estimate. 
During the year under review, besides Rs 1,051-15-7 paid for on account of work establish- 
ment, the Committee was for the first time called upon to pay for the services of the Public 
Works Department. The amount which the (‘ommittee would have to pay was fixed by you 
at 20 per cent. of the expenditure on works undertaken by the department. A portion of the 
sum due to Government on this account was paid after the close of the year, and the remain- 
der will be paid shortly. The aunual account does not show this expenditure, as it was not 
incurred within the year. The amount expended for establishment has not exceeded one- 
fourth of the Committee’s entire income. 

14. Works.—lIt is to be regretted that much progress has not been made during the 
year under review in the prosceution of works, The total sum allotted to roads in the 
estimate for the year was Rs. 45,479, out of which an actual expenditure of Rs. 18,576-7-1 
only is shown in the accounts. Making allowance for work done through the Branch 
Committees and by Mr. Hennessy, a member of the Committee, the expenditure on account 
of which has not yet been entered in the accounts, and for extra work done by the Public 
Works Department, tie amount of work turned out is by no means satisfactory. Indeed 
the experience of the past three years fully justifies the course pursued by Government of 
severing the cunnection of the Public Works Department with district works. That depart- 
ment has much to do in other ways, and it is not surprising that the work under the Com- 
mittee should be deemed by the Executive Engineer and his establishment of but secondary 
importance. It is to be hoped that with a separate agency the Committee will be able to 
show a large amount of work in future years. 

15. Mention of particular roads —The statement of work donc, marked A, gives all 
necessary information in connection with each work. That information need not be recapi- 
tulated in the body of this report. A few important roads may be briefly noticed. The Koad 
from Kutoriah toSimultullah as far as it lies within this district was completed during the year. 

It nowremains for the Monghyr Committee to make it useful for traffic bycompleting the portion 
in that district and joining it with the Simultullah Railway Station on the Chord line. This 
road is likely to be very useful as opening the resources of the country in the neighbourhood 
of the Simultullah Railway Station, and impresssd with the idea, I have from the beginning 
given my best attention to the completion of it. Some money was also expended on the 
road from Banka to Kurtoriah, but much yet remains to be done in order to make it a 
perfect road. When this road will be completed, the produce of that part of the country could 
at all times, and will undoubtedly, be taken to the Chord line for transit up or down. The 
damage ,done to the Sooltangunge and Arzisgunge road by the flood of the Ganges was 
partially repaired during the year. Although at one time the Committee granted an allot- 
ment of above Rs. 10,000 for restoring the road to perfect order, very little was done then 

yy the Public Works Department ; and in the year under review, out of Ks, 3,032 allotted for 

) it, less than half was expended. The reason assigned for this slow progress is that the inunda- 

tion water had not completely subsided when the year closed, so as to allow the work being 
_ vigorously pursued. The attention of the District Engineer now appointed will be drawn 
to this le

17. Members interested in contracts or nol.—No member or servant of the Committee 
was concerned or interested in any contract or work, but Mr, Hennessy of Narai 
. Factory, and Mr, Griffith of Peerpointee Factory, expended the monies that were made over 
to them for the purpose on roads in their neighbourhood, 


18. Agency for the prosecution of work.—The works were chiefly carried on through 
the agency of the Public Works Department. The Branch Committees at Muddehpoora and 
Banka also undertook some work, and Mr. Hennessy, a member of the Committee, expended 
a pretty large sum on roads on the north. Mr. Martin, Chairman of the Muddehpoora Branch 
Committee, and Moulvie Mahomed Ishak, Chairman of the Banka Branch Committee, deserve 
commendation for their endeavours to carry out the wishes of the Committee. Mr. Hennessy 
also deserves thanks for undertaking to improve the roads in his neighbourhood. The 
Committee do not think that the Executive Engineer has made as much use of the funds at 
his disposal as he might have done, and much more work if closely attended to might have 
been carried on. 


19. Miscellaneous Accounts and Registers.—The accounts and registers of the Commit- 
tee’s office are kept up to date, and they were inspected by the Deputy Controller of Public 
Works Accounts, Bengal, in July 1875. The result of the inspection has been communicated 
to you by, the Controller. The shortcomings pointed out by the inspecting officer have been 
rectified. The Deputy Controller, however, was not correct in observing that no previous 
inspection of the accounts of the Committee had been made. Mr, Wilson, Assistant 
Controller, had the year before made a close inspection, and I believe was quite satisfied, 
The statement of revenue assessed and realized (form No. 2) has not been opened, as the 
Committee is not supplied with materials required for it. It would seem that this statement 
is intended to be prepared by the Collector, as he is or ought to be in possession of all 
necessary materials. I have addressed the Controller on the subject, but I have not yet 
heard from him in reply. 


20. Instead of the Collector forwarding the Vice-Chairman monthly accounts of receipts 
and disbursements on account of the district road fund under section 86, a duplicate pass 
book is kept in this office in which the treasury transactions are entered. Under circular 
No. 288, dated 20th August 1873, from Accountant-General, Bengal, this duplicate pass 
has been substituted for the monthly account referred to in section 86 of the Act. ‘ 


21. Adjustment of accounts with other districts.—No adjustment appear to have been 
made respecting road cess collected in other districts payable to the district road fund of 
this district, or collected in this district and payable to the district road fund of other 
districts. It would be convenient if in future such collections were not credited to the 
district road fund to which they do not belong. By crediting them to another district road 
fund the accounts become completed and the balance in the treasury, on the faith of which 
estimates are prepared and expenditure incurred, is delusive. It appears from letter No. 60K., 
dated 17th January 1876, from the Collector of Bhagulpore to my address, forwarding an 
extract from his road cess report to you and statements marked A, B, and C, copies of which 
are herewith forwarded, that the Monghyr Committee has to receive Rs. 12,646-15-2 from 
this district, and that this district has to receive Rs. 86-7-6 and Rs, 474-1-6 from Monghyr 
and Purneah respectively. The statements, however, are not clear as to whether the sums 
therein mentioned have been actually collected or not. After deducting the costs of 
valuation and collection chargeable to the Monghyr District Road Fund, the sum due to it 
will be paid, and the matter will shortly be placed before the Committee. The Chairmen of 
the Monghyr and Purneah Committees will also be asked to refund the amounts due by 
them 







22. The head clerk and accountant of this office received an increase of Rs. 10 for 
giving satisfaction to the Committee during the year. 


28. The Committee wrote 311 and received 270 letters during the year. ‘ 


24. Conclusion.—The system under which the district works were carried ow for the 
past three years has undergone a change. Since the end of the year separate work 
establishment with a District Engineer has been sanctioned by Government, and I 3 
the Committee shall not be wanting in our endeavours to carry out the object which the 
Government has in view in inaugurating the new system, with what success remains yet ” 
to be seen. rey hin 

25. The Vice-Chairman, Baboo Soorjeenarain Singh, has continued to devote muc 
time to the work required of him, but pie he expressed a wish to resign, he worked on 
the end of the year. The Committee generally has not taken as much interest in its work du 
the year as it did during the previous year, attributable, I am aware, to the interruptions c 
by the relief operations; but I hope, now that we have our own establishment, the mem| 
will again evince interest in the work, eg unfortunately much time has elapsed | 
the District Engineer was actually appointed.

. _14, With regard to the attendance of members at meetings, I must repeat the remarks 
made in wy report of last year, as those remarks apply equally to this year’s operations. 
«The meetings were not so regularly attended by the members as could be wished. Most of 
them, however, live at long distances from the station; and owing to the difficulties of 
locomotion in the rainy season, and to the pressing nature of their private business, cannot 
come in often. Most of them, however, especially the indigo-planters, interest themselves 
in attending to the repairs of roads in their neighbourhood,” It is to be hoped that as an 
Engineer has now arrived, and the establishment placed on a good footing, that members 
will attend more regularly. 

15, Branch Committees.—There are two branch Road Cess Committees at the two sub- 
divisions of Kishengunge and Arrareah. Each of them held two meetings during the past year. 
The copies of their reports are herewith submitted, As the members appointed in 1873 
have served two years, a fresh nomination was submitted to Government and sanctioned,— 
see Calcutta Gazette of 22nd December 1875. ; 

16. Statement of roads.—On the transfer of nine famine roads to the Road Cess Com- 
mittee, the numbers of all the district roads were altered. I prepared a revised classified 
statement under Section 66 of the Road Cess Act in supersession of all submitted previously, 
and sent the same to you with a map of the district with my No. 112P.W., dated 7th 
August 1875. By this classification the roads are divided into four classes :—

20. ‘This was the second year that the cesses under the Road Cess Act were levied 
at the maximum rate and were available for expenditure. 


. — rea The deficiency in the collection is partly owing to remission 
Hivali. | Sultanpore- of the cess on the nine pergunnahs* named in paragraph 11 
he a | Sreepore. of my last year’s report. An allowauce had to be made for 


the sum of Rs, 5,850 collected from those pergunnahs. 
Rs. 7,987 are due from the estates of Ranee Raushun Jehan and Dharampore, under the 
Court of Wards, and will be realized. Other items don’t require any special comment, as 
they are very slight. 

21. Review under the heads of expenditure —The total expenditure of the year 
amounted to Rs. 2,92,128-15-8. Rs. 2,70,025-1-0 were expended in excess of the available 
balance for the year. Rs. 2,67,69-0-6 is the value of grain expended by relief officers on 
relief works in the cess year 1873-74, but accounted for in the accounts of the cess year 
1874-75,—vide Controller of Public Works Accounts, Kengal, No, 14247, dated 3rd November 
1875. This amount will be adjusted with Rs. 58,518-8-11, mentioned in paragraph i9 of 
this report. If Rs. 2,/7,569-0-6 he deducted from the total expenditure, Rs, 2,92,128-15-8, 
shown in the aunual accounts, the actual expenditure of the year will be Rs. 24,559.15-2. 

22. Part II of the annual accounts shows in sufficient detail the amounts budgeted 
and actually expended on each head of expenditure, and are briefly as follows : — 


(a) Rs. 2,621-12-0 were expended on account of contingencies aud office establish- 
ment entertained under the Road Cess Deputy Collector and Vice- 
Chairman. 

(4) Rs. 1,205-5-9 were expended on the working establishment, including 
Rs. 6-12-0 on account of Mr. W. Mackenzie’s pension. 

(c) Rs, i were spent on the purchase of 60 kodalees and carriage of tools 
and plant.

23. Krom the above it will he seen that the Road Cess Committee did not undertake 
much work during the year under report, They considered it advisable to keep down ex ji 
ture until a competent officer was appointed to undertake the completion of those roads w 
the special department of Department of Public Works bad left unfinished.

Note on the state of the Roads that have been carried out in the special Purneah Division. — i | 


_ Read No. 1, from Keotgama to Tarapore-—‘he work on this road commenced at) 
Sirsee, about 20 miles from Keotgama. The portion between Keotgama and Sirsee has — 
never been laid out, nor has any land been taken up during the relief operations, Some 
jungie was cleared in a strip of country about 20 feet wide, but nothing further was acoom- 
plished. From Sirsee to Bunbhag, on the Chota Coosy river, the road Ny ra 7 











throughout, and bridged with temporary structures where necessary, abd is 
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the top ; the spool ome of the miles have been turfed. From Bunbhag to where the 
road joins the Ganges and Darjeeling road, nothing has been done, as it is within municipal 
limits. From the Ganges and Darjeeling road on its 30th mile the road is again taken up. 
From this point to the village of Chandpore, which is about 24 miles from the Kudbah 
thana, the road has been raised above flood level, and bridged with temporary wooden 
bridges, except at the larger water-courses, where ghits have been cut. From Chandpore 
village to Barsoe the road has been levelled off to an uniform surface throughout a portion 
near Barsoe, having been raised and turfed during the relief operations, was not touched. 
All gaps have been properly sloped and made passable for wheel traffic, and treated as a fair- 
weather rood. From Barsoe to Tarapore, a portion of the road, which was raised and turfed 
during the late relief operations, has not been touched ; a portion of the remainder has been 
treated as a fair-weather road, and has been dressed on the surface. A few miles near 
Tarapore, which required a good deal of treatment, has not been touched, as it was con- 
sidered advisable to confine the work at first to the first and second sections of the road. 
The entire length of road, exclusive of the portion between Keotgama and Sirsee, is 59 
miles. The number of bridges erected and repaired on this road is 16 in number, 

Road No. 2, North Road from Nathpore to Atwaree.—No work has been done on this 
road, but a detailed survey with levels have been taken, ‘The road is not bridged, nor is the 
earthwork completed. 

Road No. 3, from Sahibgunge on the Nepal frontier to Bhopla Tajyore on the rives 
Nagur.—This is a very important road, and, for facility of working, was divided into 
three sections. 

1st Section, from Sahibgunge to Bussuntpore.—This portion of the road passes through 
a comparatively high country. An cmbanked road, 20 feet in width at top, has been made. 
and completed with temporary timber bridges, barrel culverts, aud drains, where necessary, 
The road is in excellent order throughout. 

2nd Section, from Bussuntpore to Dengra Ghét.—On this section a very great deal of work 
has been done. ‘rom Russuntpore to Dulmalpore the country is high and above flood level, 
and, except in some low spots, one of whichis near Forhesabad aud the other close to 
Arrareah, These places have been embanked above flood level, and bridges provided where 
necessary. 

From Dulmalpore to Kusba Amour the road has been fully embanked and raised above 
flood level, and provided with temporary wooden bridges wherever decided upon to erect 
them and where necessary. 

From Kusba Amour to Dengra Ghat the entire road has been raised and embanked 
above high flood level ; but as this portion of the road has been treated as an embankment, 
there are no openings left or bridges constructed ; the large breaches have been filled in, 
All this portion, as also the portion between Kusba Amour and Dulmalpore, requires to be turfed. 

8rd Section, Dengra Ghat to Bhopla Tajpore—The whole of this portion of the road is 
completely raised and embanked above high flood level, aud bridged with temporary 
timber bridges. The greater portion of the work being new work, requires to be turfed. 

Throughout this road, No. 8, all the new earthwork in embankments require to be 
turfed. The road is completed. 

The entire length of this road is nearly 78 miles. There are in all 42 bridges constructed 
and one causeway, 

Road No. 4, Toolsea to Bhudeserai Ghdi.—This road, which commences at its point of 
junction with No. 2 road at the village of Toolsia to Kishengunge, has been raised on an 
average about 2 to 3 feet above the general level of the country, and is for the most part 
above flood level ; some portion of the road near the Mahanuddy river has high embankments, 
and these have been turfed. 

From the Mahanuddy to the Ganges and Darjeeling road at Kootubgunge the road has 
been improved and made throughout of a uniform width, 

From Kootubgunge to Bhudeserai Ghat the road has been raised above flood level, and 
has been provided with temporary timber bridges throughout. 

The road, with the exception of the turfing of those portions of the embankment where 
raising, widening, and new work has been done, is complete, and has been provided with tem- 

rary timber bridges and barrel drainculverts, in all 18 in number, wherever necessary. 
he entire length of this road is 874 miles. 

Road No. 5, Bussuntpore to Purneah City.—This road commences at the municipal 
boundary of Purneah, and ends at its junction with No. 3 at Bussuntpore. 

The portion between Purneah city and Kusba was an old ferry fund road, and the 
work done has been only filling in some breaches and repairing the road surface. At Kusba 
two large temporary wooden bridges have been made, with earthwork approaches to them. 
Between Kusba and Latora the road may be said to have been entirely remade. 

From Latora to Bussuntpore the road made during the relief operations has been com- 
pl and three temporary wooden bridges, constructed where gaps were left for them. 

“The portion between Kusba and Latora requires to be turfed, as also the approaches to 
all the bridges. ‘ 













~The length of this road is 24 miles, and is completed. 
_ Road No. 6, : e to Barsoe.—This road commences from Raneegunge, where it 
leaves. . 3, and joins on to road No. 1 at Barsoe. 


4 miles the road may be said to be complete ; the slopes may, in occasional 
ressing. Two bridges in these miles, of temporary wooden structure, are also 













completed. In the 5th mile there is still some earthwork to complete the embank- — 
ment ; say about three-fourths is done and one-fourth rem to be as The only 
bridge required in this mile is eompleted. 

From 5th mile to the 16th mile the whole road is completed, except two breaches in the 
14th mile, which have not been filled in. No bridges have been erected. 

From the 15th to the end of the road in the 19th mile there are three breaches to fill 
in, otherwise the road earthwork is complete. No bridges have been put up in these miles. 

Road No. 7, Bussuntpore to Raneegunge.—Work was only done in miles 4, 5, 6, 12, 14, 
and 15, and the work arranged to be done has beencompleted, Four temporary wooden 
bridges arranged to be done in these miles have also been erected. 

The remaining miles were not done, as it was arranged that the Road Cess Committee 
should take up the work. 

Road No. 8, Toorkaila to Bahadoorgunge.—This road was not undertaken, and no work 
has been done on it since the relief operations. 

Road No. 9, Gerwa Factory 10 Bahadoorgunge.—This road commences at Gerwa, and 
starts out from road No. 3, a few miles beyond Kusba Amour, and joins road No, 4 at 
Bahadoorgunge. 

The road has been completed as a fair-weather road, and of an uniform width of 15 feet 
wide ; and temporary timber bridges and barrel drain culverts, in all 11 in number, have been 
made wherever they were required. 

The total length of the road is 184 miles nearly, 

Turfing to those portions of the road where new work has been done, or existing road 
widened, is required. . 

The estimates for the turfing of all these roads have already been submitted to the 
special Superintending Engineer. 

The above roads are those that are in the Purneah district.

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25. Of Rs. 14,029 of statement marked B, the Road Cess Committee assigned Rs. 8,381 
in August 1875 for turfing some of the famine roads, as will appear from the following 
‘resolution :— 

“The members were of opinion that the quantity of turfing for which this estimate 
was prepared was not required, i.e. the road from Purneah to Sirsee was nearly all done. 
The road to Kudbah, being an old road, did not require much work, With the approval of 
the Executive Engineer, it was resolved that the following roads, or portions of roads should be’ 
turfed this year :—A few pieces remaining unfinished between Purneah and Sirsee ; parts of 
the road between Purneah and Kudbah ; a few pieces close to Barsoe in road No. 1 ; the whole 
of sections 2 and 3 of the road No. 3; parts of road No. 4, commencing from the Mahaauddy 
to Bhudeserai ; the whole of road No. 5.” 


26. When the detailed estimates were received from the Executive Engineer, it was 
found on examination that most of them were incorrect, and were returned to him by. me 
for revision. On their resubmission they were submitted for the approval of the Superin- 
tending Engineer, who refused to pass them as they were very carelessly drawn up, the data 
furnished by the Executive Engineer being insufficient for any one to form an opinion on. 
This delay, and the early cessation of the rains, fortunately prevented any turfiug work being 
carried out. I say fortunately, for I find that most of the roads have turfed themselves, 
and the large expenditure recommended by the Executive Engiveer will, I think, be found 
quite unnecessary, 

27. The total expenditure by the Committce and the Department of Public Works 
under the head “ Repairs and maintenance ” was Rs. ]9,978-5-1, and the works were under- 
taken by the Executive Engincer, the sub-divisional officers of Kishengunge and Arrareali, 
and several indigo-planters. 


I.—By Executive Enowerr. 


Purneah to Shwragudi road.—No 14 of the revised statement. Length 30 miles. \ 

The Executive Engineer expended Rs. 1,212-10-1 on surface repairs, and the work has 
been done, and will be inspected by me in the course of a few days. 

Bellua bund.—The erection of the bund was directed by Government in letter No, 2060, 
dated 25th May 1869, for the protection of the civil station of Purneah, and Rs. 4,789 
was sanctioned for the work. Its repairs as part of the Purneah embankments 
have been annually carried out by the Executive Engineer from funds provided by 
the Road Cess Committee. On 30th March Rs. 521 were allotted by the Committee on 
Mr. Anley’s requisition and estimate. One of the new roads, that from Bussuntpore to 
Dengrah, has been carried over the bund. Apparently, under a misconception of the orders 
of Mr, Barnfather, Superintending Engineer, Mr. Fernie, Assistant Engineer, omitted to 
charge the expenditure for this portion of his road, amounting to Rs, 1,592-5-0, against the 
special grant for the road (referred to in paragraph 25 of this report), and consequently the 
special Executive Engineer, after his special grant had lapsed, on the close of the year 
made a requisition on the Road Cess Committee for a further grant to this extent on account 
of the bund. The Committee passed the amount, protesting against the manner in which 
the charge had been adjusted. 


Il.—By Inpico Pranrers. 
Road No. 13, Purneah to Hyatpore vid Monihary.—Length 46 miles 
Messrs. C, A. Shillingford and W. Cumming jointly repaired this road at a cost of 
Rs. 1,757-7-6 and the work was done satisfactorily. This road is now much used, owing to 
the railway ferry steamer being unable to come up to Carragolah and anchoring at Bhouri- 
pore, near to which place the road runs. 


Purneah to Madunchuk.—Road No. 12 of the revised list. Length 34 miles. 

Mr. G. W. Shillingford was advanced Rs. 680 for the repair of this road. He expended 
Rs. 749-9-3 on the surface repairs. The expenditure has put the road into fair order. ‘This 
road, like the last, is much used by travellers to and from Bhownipore. Rs. 720 was, ou 
account of the cess year 1873-74, adjusted in the year 1874-75, 


Saifyuege to Gondwara—Road No, 17 of the revised list. Length 16 miles. 

Mr. G. W. Shillingford received Rs. 24 for the repairs of this road. He expended 
Rs, 299-3-9 on surface repairs. I have not been able yet to see how the work has been 
done, but hear favourable report of it. In this, as in road No, 12, accounts were delayed, 
and consequently Rs, 840, the advance of the cess year 1873-74, was adjusted in the cess 
year 1874-75. 


 COhakla to Koory.—Road No. 25 of the revised list. Length 10 miles. 


Mr. J. L. Shillingford repaired this day* (sic) at a cost of Rs. 250. Some bridges and

wara to Sowraguddi.—Road No. 16 of the revised list. Length 15 miles. 
Gave received Rs. 300 for the repairs of this road. He expended the whole 
face repairs.

Mr, H. Cave repaired this road at a cost of Rs. 600. In this as ip the other roads 
the repairs merely consist of filling up gaps, cutting jungle, which make the road passable 
during the fair weather, 


Pothea to Luckimpore.—Road No. 20 of the revised list, Length 8 miles. 

Mr. H. Cave received Rs. 120 for the repairs of this road. He expended the 
whole amount on surface repairs. The expenditure has made the road passable during 
fair weather. 


Luckimpore to Kodarcutta.—Road No. 22 of the revised list. Length 8 miles. 


Mr. H. Cave repaired this road at a cost of Rs. 120, or Rs. 15 per mile, which only 
suffices for surface repairs. 


Saifgunge to Horinkboree.—Road No. 21 of the revised list. Length 16 miles, 
Mr. G, J. Burnell was advanced Rs. 500, and he expended Rs. 503 for the repairs of 


this road. The road is said by the Executive Engineer to be the best in the district. It is 
well raised, but requires bridges. 


Saifgunge to Mohenderpore.—Road No. 24 of the revised list. Length 15 miles. 

Mr. R. C. Walker was advanced Rs. 600 for the repairs of this road. He expended 
Rs. 829-5-9 on surface repairs and refunded the balance. The work has not been so well 
done as that done by other gentlemen, owing partly to the funds being given out too late 
in the year. 


Hurda to Dewangunge.—Road No. 28 of the revised list. Length 7 miles. 


Mr. H. Cruise repaired this road at a cost of Rs. 105. The remarks made on road 
No. 22 apply to this. 


Bishenpore to Gondwara.—Road No. 15 of the revised list. Length 17 miles. 


This road had been repaired jointly by Mr. J. L. Shillingford and the overseer of the 
Road Cess Committee. The former repaired 10 miles of the road at a cost of Rs. 150, 
and the latter 7 miles at a cost of Rs, 101-6-6. The expenditure has put the road’ into 
very fair order. 


Il].—By Commirrer’s own EstabiisuMment. 


Purneah to Dhamdoba.—Road No. 11 of the revised list. Length 20 miles. ~~ * 


The overseer of the Committee repaired this road at a cost of Rs. 369-7-9. The expen- 
diture has put the road into tolerably good order, but the bridges need further repair. 


Bunbhag to Raneegunge.—Road No. 19 of the revised list. Length 29 miles. 


This road has been jointly repaired by the sudder road cess overseer and the sub- 
divisional officer of Arrareah. ‘lhe former repaired as far as Kalla Ballua, and the latter 
from Kalla Hailua to Raneegunge. lis, 494-15-3 was expended. I have driven over it, and 
tound it, considering the expenditure, in very fair condition. 


IV.—By Svus-Drvistonat Orricers. 


Rs. 4,685 was placed to the credit of the Branch Road Cess Committee of Kissengunge— 
Rs. 3,000 tor village roads, and the balance, Rs. 1,685, for other district roads. He 
expended Rs. 4,045-7-0 through the zemindars and mustajirs, and the work, as he 
informs me, was satisfactorily done. His remarks are given in extenso:—* The works 
have been mainly done by the zemindars and mustajirs, who have cheerfully given their 
services, and without whose assistance 1 could have doue but little. By giving them 
works near their villages, and in which they have most interest, I was sure that 
whatever was done would be done thoroughly.” The road from Kalliagunge to the 
Ganges and Darjeeling road will be put into thorough repair this year, as it is an important 
work. The statements marked A and B show the history and progress of each work in 
full detail, and need not be repeated here. 0

Rs. 6,208-10-0 was placed to the credit of the Branch Road Cess Committee of 
Arrareah, and Ks. 4,525-0-6 was expended during the year under review. ‘The details 
given in paragraph 12 of his report, and need not be repeated here. The sub-division 
officer, it appears, has very little confidence in the village headman, but I believe that, under 
proper management and a proper selection of individuals, very good results can be obtained 
in this way as regards village roads. I have inspected most of the roads in this sub-division,

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realized only for their own interests. The people of this district do, I believe, generally 
appreciate the advantages of roads, and are anxious to have more opened out. The roads 
marked S, A, and R in the statement,—Part IT of the annual accounts for the cess year 
1874-75,—are village roads, aud have been repaired, I believe, most satisfactorily. 


Works To BE UNDERTAKEN IN 1875-76, 


28. This year the Road Cess Committee have ample funds at their disposal, but the 
delay made in sanctioning the appointment of the District Engineer will, I fear, much 
delay the execution of all works provided for in the budget estimate for the cess year 
1875-76. A proposition has been made to resume all the important ferries on the much- 
frequented roads, for which Rs. 5,000 has been provided for in the budget estimate. 
This will not, however, suffice for the purpose. It is the intention of the Committee to 
pay compensation for lands taken up for the relief roads, to keep all the district roads 
in fair order at a cost of Rs, 61,202, and to bridge most of the roads. This is an urgent 
want, but until a detailed estimate is submitted by the District Engineer, I cannot say 
how far it can be met. 

29. My thanks are due to Mr. C. Shillingford and to Mr. Cave for the interest they 
take in road matters. 

80. 1 must apologise for the delay in submitting this report which is long over due. 
I feel that owing to the confusion in which our accounts have been cast by the famine, and 
to the delay in providing an efficient establishment, no really important work has been done 
during the year. The fair-weather roads in the south of the district have been kept up 
by the planters, and the same lias been done by the sub-divisional officers in the north. 
As soon as the District Engineer, Mr. Sturmer, who has joiued his appointment, has 
made a circuit of the district, two or more lines of road will be taken up to be bridge 
and made passable during the whole year, and less money will be available for petty 
urtace repairs, but the general interests of the district will be better cared for.

2. The total amount placed to the credit of this sub-division by the District Committee 
was Rs. 4,685-7-0. The total expenditure amounted to Rs. 4,045-7-0. 


8. From the accompanying statement it will be seen that roads 133 miles in length 
were repaired. Of these 34 miles may be said to be new work, viz. the road between Kootee 
and Gundrabdenga haut. 

4. The works have been mainly done by the zemindars and mustajir, who have cheer- 
fully given their servives, and without whose assistance | could have done but little. By 
giving them works near their villages, and in which they have most interest, I was sure that 
whatever was done would be done thoroughly. 

5. An Overseer wag sent to me-on the 10th April last. I employed him in measuring 
and reporting upon the work executed. His services were dispensed with from the Ist 
September last. 

6. With the famine roads I think the sub-division has now a very fair complement of 
roads; and before undertaking any fresh ones, I would suggest the advisability of bridging 
with wooden bridges the important roads already existing, so as to make them permanently 

useful. 

7. .During the year twenty-two wooden bridges were constructed at an outlay of 
Rs. 1 ,056-3-9. Ofthese seven were along the Kootee and Gundrubdenga road vid Porokhalla. 
This road, which carries a very large portion of the traffic from Nepal, is therefore now open 
throughout the year. : 

8. Ihave already, in a previous letter, drawn attention to the necessity for constructing 
two new bridges on the Kalliagunge and Itwabaree road. Past year Rs. 400 were allowed 

_ for two bridges on this road. e work was made over toa contractor, who engaged to do 
what was necessary for that amount. Rs. 200 was advanced to him, with the agreement that 
the remainder would be paid after the work was inspected and approved by me. When I 

the work done in June last, it did not satisfy me ; the payment of the balance has 
therefore been withheld, pending a second inspection. As the Kalliagunge dik RTH along 
this road, and it is the only one that communicates with the Trunk Road from Kalliagunge 
juring the rains, it is most necessary that it should be properly bridged.

ask him to be more economical in future. 

11. The road from Belwa to Ekumba has been fully repaired by contract ata cost of 

Rs. 560 out of the village road fund, aud the rest of the village roads have been done by the 

headmaa under our supervision. In fact 1 have very little faith in the village headmen, 

who, as a rule, try to pocket more than half the amount advanced to them. The best way 

of repairing village roads is to send some beldars to the work, and to adjust their demand 

after supervision. An amount of Rs. 646-10-0 was placed at my disposal for repairs of the 

road from Arrareah to Motiharee, about 20 miles. At the instance of Mr. Forbes, of Sultan- 

pcre, the work was commenced under contract ; but when Mr, Forbes requestec me to post- 

pone the work till after the rains I stopped it, and paid the contractors Rs. 96-10-9 for the 

work done by them. Hence Rs. 549-15-3 has lapsed. It will be necessary to add this 
amount to the allotment already made for the present year.

necessities of communication, we might have had, for instance, 10 or 12 miles of good road 
made from Deoghur in the Doomka direction, and similar lengths of road (sic) leading to 
important places and available for traffic. 

12. But as the urgent orders were to provide earthwork, whenever there was a ery of 
distress, between Doomka and Deoghur and Doomka and Jamtara, we have high banks and 
cuttings at odd places along the line, looking more like old forts or half-made bund than 
anything intended to carry carts. 

18. The roads, if finished in the style they have been begun, will be magnificent ; 
but in their present condition they are simply incumbrances. Carts of course prefer a 
continudus track, however bad, to a level pleateau they could only fall down from. 

14. I suppose this is the state of the case in very many districts, and the matter is 
receiving due consideration.

1 nave the honor to submit the local improvement report of this division for the cess 
year ending September 1875. 

2. Delay.—The delay in its submission is owing only to the lateness with which the 
district reports were received in this office. The Sonthal Pergunnahs’ came to hand only on 
the 27th March last, and again I had to call for additional information, which was received 
still later. 

8. District Reports.—The report submitted by the Deputy Commissioner, Sonthal 
Pergunnahs, is most meagre; but as it reached me long after time, I have not called for a 
supplementary one. 

4  Committees.—I beg to submit a statement showing the particulars of the meetings 
of the District Road Committees in this division for the cess year 1874-75. In Sonthalia 
there is no Road Cess Committee. ‘The Deputy Commissioner and the sub-divisional officers 
exercise the powers of the principal and Branch Committees respectively. In the other districts 
all the Committees were re-constituted under Section 49. 

Regarding the Committee at Monghyr the Chairman observes :—‘ The members of the 
Committee are always ready to assist me in every way, and I find their co-operation most 
useful. J am particularly indebted to Major Waller for the constant assistance which he 
gives me.’ Mr, Taylor observes :—‘ The District Road Committee sustained a real loss in 
the resignation of their Vice-Chairman, Baboo Soorji Narain Sing; and though the 
Committee did not work with their original zeal during the year, I have no doubt, now 
that it has its own establishment, and the complete management of its own legitimate 
affairs again, that all the members will be got to renew their interest for the public 

ood.” 
. In Purneah the planters take much interest in road cess work, and are always ready to 
look after the repairs of roads in the neighbourhood of their factories. 

The Rvad Cess Committees, as a rule, are always better attended than others. Members 
are known to have come from the intcrior with the avowed object of attending them,—a 
thing that cannot be said in other cases. 

I mention below the number of meetings held during the year in each district of 
this division :—

Thus it will be seen that in every district mectings were held in excess of the minimum 
number fixed by law. 

5. Branch Committees.—There is a Branch Road Cess Committee in every sub-division 
of the three regulation districts. The Branch Committees generally have not met as often 
as they should have done. Except at Banka and Mudhepoorah, they did not anywhere meet 
more than once or twice during the year, Mr. Barrow, of Soopool, says that no meetings 
have been held, because there was no business to be transacted. I shall draw the attention 
of all the district officers to the necessity of making their branch committees work properly. 

6. Statements of Roads.—There was some misapprehension regarding these statements. 
it was beheved that new sets of them should be prepared every three years under Section 66 
ot the law, and accordingly the second sets were submitted from some of the districts. The 
Government, however, dccided otherwise after consultation with the Advocate-General. The 
fresh statements prepared by the District Committees have become useless, aud supple- 
mentary statements have been called for. 

The first cet of statements from the Sonthal Pergunnahs has not yet been submitted. 
They were received iu this office long after the close of the year under report, and are pend- 
ing for want of further information called for. 

7. ates of Cess.—The following were the rates of cess levied during the year :—

8. Collection of the Road Cess.—I have nothing particular to say under this head. 
We had no difficulty whatever. The collections were made smoothly and punctually. 

9. Special Department.—As soon as the relief operations of the year 1873-74 were 
ciosed, a special department, under an additional Chief Engineer, was formed to com: ©. 
piete the works left unfinished, The department, however, did not conclude all the works, 
vind some of them were made over ultimately to the istrict Committees in an incomplete 
state. As I have not been furnished with any report of the works done by the officers of the _ 
special departinent on the estimates sanctioned by me, I have not sufficient information in’ _ 
my possession to refer to them in detail here. " 

10, Lstablishment.—The old system of district works being carried out ti hae 
Government Engineer has been done away with, and it hasbeen definitely fixed, 1 believe, 
once for all, that each Committee should haye their own se establishment, This is a 
move in the right direction. Of the four districts in this division, Monghyr, Bhagulpor 
and Purnesh have each been placed under charge of an officer with the qualifications of 











neer as first class districts. Sonthal Pergunnahs has been placed in charge 


of an u subordinate as a third class district. Except at Monghyr, the Committee’s 


own establishment could not be organized until after the close of the year. This greatly 


contributed to the slow progress of the works, In Sonthalia the chief overseer has not yet 


been appointed, 

11. State of the District Roads.—I reproduce below what I have said regarding the 
condition of the district roads in my general administration report. 

The roads generally have not made any great progress since last year, The famine 
roads have partially opened out a large extent of country previously difficult of access, but 
a great deal remains to be done before the roads are properly finished. It is impossible 
indeed, to foresee the time when the road system will be completed. To finish any one of the 
Jong roads begun in the famine, would cost more money than the district in Which it is 
situated is likely to get in several years for all its roads. By way of example, I may notice 
the north road in Purneah, from Natpore across to Atwari. The cost to complete it with 
bridges and everything would be 15 lakhs of rupees, more gr less. We cannot therefore in 
many places hope for anything beyond fair-weather roads, with good ferries, Liven this is a 
matter involving considerable time and expense, 

In Monghyr the roads have received a very considerable amount of the district officer's 
attention. The progress there is more satisfactory, but there is ample room for improvement 
yet, particularly on the roads subject to the overflow of the Ganges. The district officer 
of Bhagulpore states: +‘ The roads started for purposes of relict remained in the hands of a 
special department until June 1875, and temporary bridges were erected on them. ‘The 
temporary nature of the bridges can be understood when they get carried away one after the 
other. The money expended upon them would have been better spent if two or more 
permanent structures had been built without bridges. The roads are next to useless, especially 
in the rains. It will be some time before the ‘ ommittee will have money enough to com» 
pletely bridge them.” . ‘ 

The Sonthal Pergunuahs have the smallest funds, and a little turfing, dressing, mending, 
and metalling was all that could be done within the year. . 

12. Works —The district reports and the statements give all the necessary information 
regarding the works, original and repairs. 1 shall, in speaking of the districts separately, 
refer to only such of the works as call for special remarks. 


13. Monghyr.—In this district the total receipts from all sources amounts to Rs. 81,227- 
1-4, inclusive of the balance of the previous year. The total expenditure was Rs. 72,416-0-2, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 8,810-12-2 at the close of the year. The statements previously 
submitted were incorrect. Revised statements, Parts T and II, are herewith annexed. A 
greater ‘portion of the Committee’s income was expended on account of original works, 
and it was most usefully employed in constructing permanent bridges and providing 
additional waterway. 

14. 1 would here specially refer to the following roads :— 


(a) Tirhoot road, 45 miles.—This unites the district of Monghyr with Tirhoot, and also 
joins the sub-division of Begooserai with the head-quarters. A sum of Rs. 2,125-6-10 was 
expended on this road during the year, partly for raising it in certain places, and partly for 
constructing small bridges. A further sum of Rs. 60]-14-2 was also spent in planting trees 
and repairing unsafe bridges. Large sums of money have, from time to time, been laid out 
on this road, but improvement has not followed to the extent desired. During the famine 
a complete estimate was prepared and submitted, but as it was disapproved of by the “hiet 
Engineer, nothing cume of it. The question of completing the road remains still undecided. 
lam of opinion that beyond rounding off the gaps and breaches and smoothing the surface, 
nothing more should be done. Before the Committee the subject was fully discussed by 
Messrs. Lockwood and Roberts and Baboo Ram Ruttun Moozamdar, the late and 
present district engineers, and the following conclusion was arrived at :— That the existing 
embankment should be allowed to remain, raising and repairing it wherever necessary, and 
leaving the road on a level with the surrounding country wherever it is subject to sudden 
and yiolent flood, thus providing causeways nearly, and not bridges, at such places.” 

Mr. Lockwood adds “that causeways in such a country where the waters subside as 
rapidly as they rise, and where the flood remains for a few days only, are sufficient. There is 
no cieift reason for making bridges, which, to be effectual, must total several miles in 
Jength, atid indeed we have not the lakhs of rupees necessary for such bridging.” The 
Chairman has been requested to submit a definite and final scheme for the whole road, 
which, however, has not yet reached me. . 

0). Patna road, 37 miles —A sum of Rs, 1,153-15-11 was expended during the year 
in supplying additional waterway on this road ; Rs. 2,850-3-6 in the construction of bridges, 
and Rs. $19-10-0 in repairs. “This road has ceased to be of much importance as a through

Duties and responsibivities of District and Treasury Officers in respect of public money kept 
in Treasuries of which they are in charge. 


The Collector or Deputy Commissioner.—A district officer is personally responsible to 
Government for the due accounting for all moneys received and disbursed; for the agreement 
between the departmental returns and the cash accounts (both of which go out under his 
signature), and the registers kept in the treasury; and for the safe custody of cash, notes, 
stamps, opium, securities, and other Government property, 


N.B.—Although the Collector may manage his treasury by a Deputy, he must not treat 
his treasury as a scparate and independent office. Letters addressed to the treasury ofticer 
must be regarded as addressed to himself. He should not address his treasury officer by 
separate letter, as if he were an independent officer, and then forward the treasury officer's 
explanation, instead of hisown, in reply to questions or enquiries touching his treasury 
business.* When any irregularity is brought to his notice, 
nothing but a report on his own knowledge, after personal 
investigation, can be considered satisfactory.

4. The district officer should be especially careful, when assuming or making over charge

_ purpose of trial, shall be on notice to the prisoner, and shall [unless otherwise ordered]* —, 
be supported by affidavit, or affirmation, stating where the prisoner is detained in custody, 
to what other custody it is proposed to remove him, and the reason for such change of 
custody. 

7. The Sheriff shall, as soon as possible after the arrest of any person under a warrant 
of arrest issued under the High Court’s Criminal Procedure Act, bring up the body of 
such person before the Court to be dealt with according to law. If the Sheriff shall fail 
to comply with this direction, or if, after he shall have complied therewith, it shall at any 
time be necessary that the prisoner should be brought up before the Court, the application 
for that purpose shall be supported by the production of the Sheriff's return of Cepi Corpus 
to the warrant of arrest. ‘The officer having the custody of the Sherifl’s return shall 
cause the same to be produced before the Court ou a requisition to him in writing. . 

8. When an application is made under Rules 1, 2, and 8, to bring up before the 
Court a person in custody under a warrant to detain such person, a copy of the warrant 
under which he is detained, obtained from and authenticated by the signature of the 
person in whose custody the applicant is, shall be produced to the Court; or it shall be 
shown by affidavit, or affirmation, that it has been asked for and denied. 

9. The affidavit, or affirmation, required by Rules 1, 2, 8, and 8, shall be made by the 
person alleged to be in custody, unless it be shown that by reason of restraint, or coercion, 
or other sufficient cause, he is unable to make it, in which case it shall be made by some 
other person. ‘ 

10. In any case in which the Court shall order a person in custody to be brought 
either before it, or before a Court Martial, or before Commissioners acting under the 
authority of a commission from the Governor-General in Council, or to be removed from 
one custody to another, a warrant in writing shall be prepared and signed by the Registrar, 
or the Clerk of the Crown, and countersigned by the Judge who made the order, and 
sealed with the seal of the Court. 

1]. Such warrant when issued under rule 5 shall be forwarded by the Registrar, 
or Clerk*of the Crown, to the Officer in charge of the jail in which the prisoner is confined. 

In every other case, the warrant shall, unless otherwise ordered, be delivered to the 
attorney of the applicant, who shall cause it to be served personally upon the person to 
whom it is directed, or otherwise, as the Court shall direct. 

12. The forms of warrant prescribed in the annexed schedule shall be followed with 
such variatious as the circumstances of each case may require.
